Many People Driven From Homes As 


Allegheny River Rises Following 
Shifting Of Ice Gorges-Forecast Of 
Rain Heightens Gloom. 


OIL CITY, Pa., March 22.—(By the Associated Press.) 


—Industry was at a standstill, the principal markets of the 
city closed and several hundred people had been driven from 
their homes here today as a result of flood conditions which 
followed a partial movement of the twenty-five mile series of 
ice gorges in the Allegheny river last night. 


The river was rising, and a weather forecast of rain for 


tonight and tomorrow gave the situation a still more serious 
aspect.

The low-lying sections of Frank- 


lin 
were 
inundated. 
The 
river 
stage there 
was 20.6 feet, more 


than five feet above flood level. 
- Sections of Oil City were under 
from one to five feet of water, with 
Oil Creek, a tributary of the Alle- 
gheny, near the twenty-five foot 
mark. 
Practically all the larger indus- 


trial plants wore affected and their 
workmen . were idle. 
Traffic he- 
tween Franklin and Oil City was 
open by way of a hilly dirt road, 
the two concrete highways 
being 


closed.

formal nomination.

committee, subject to approval of 
the entire committee. It calls for 
six days each for the wets and drys, 
beginning April 1.

The figures were computed from 
statistics of the national automobile 
chamber of commerce, the Motors 
and Accessories Manufacturers' as- 
sociction, the producers' organlz*.- 
tlons, the 
insurance 
companies, 


labor organizations and gasoline and 
oil distributors. 
The survey revealed, according; to 


the bureau, that the nation's animal 
retail investment in automobile? is 
twice as £reat as the annual invest- 
ment In new buildings. 
The average retail value ot cars. 
Including accessories, was found to 
be $1,000. Of the present output at 
the rate of 4,000,000 automobiles an- 
nually, approximately 
5250,000,000 


worth are exported.

of their own ideas and be passive 
recipients oC ideas." 


President Maurer charged that 
military training falls ex-en In giv- 
ing physical training. Athletics, he 
said, serve far better, and "I chief- 
ly object against a governmental de-r 
partment 
curtailing

Full of this lesson, we may place 


considerable credit

John Joly's theory of the .earth star 
during- one of whose phases of ex- 
linction we exist on the cooled sur- 
face of this globe. 
Nothing more 


remarkable has 
come out of the 


discovery of that most wonderful 
of 
substances—radium. 
Radium 


and Its related elements, all sprung 
from, the aprent uranium, exist in 
measurable quantity in the rocks of 
the earth's crust: and if in the 
crust, then no doube through the 
whole Interior. 


In the process of automatic dis- 


integration the radio elements give 
off heat, which raises the temper- 
ature of their surroundings. 
Con- 


sequently, without regard to other 
sources of energy, the earth must 
accumulate heat. Now, careful ex- 
periments have shown that from 
the interior of the globe below the 
moderate depth to which the effects 
of solar radiation penetrate, heat 
continually emerges by conduction. 
This earth-heat, constantly radi- 
ated away into space from the sur- 
face, amounts to about one calory 
per square meter per minute, 
an 


amount too small to affect the cli- 
mate or the weather. 


Apparently it is Invariable. 
But 


is It really so? Is the earth slowly 
getting cooler within, or is it 
per- 


chance, getting hotter? What has 
the heat-producing radium Inside 
the earth to say to that? Professor 
Joly, speaking for the radium, gives 
a startling answer. He shows by 
calculation that the heat must be 
increasing, though we may not no- 


ttce it at present, and Urat in time 
to come, the whole crust 
of 
the 
earth will be melted. First it will 
glow like a red-hot ball; then the 
temperature will rise so high that 
the color will turn to yellow, and 
later 
to white, whereupon the 
volatized elements will surround 
the earth with an incandescent at- 
mosphere composed, like the sun's, 
of 
metallic vapors intermingled 


with hydrogen derived 
from 
the 


dissociation of the waters of the 
oceans. 


But, 
when that step is attained, 
the radiation from the blazing little 
eartb,-star, increasing as the fourth 
power of the temperature, will gain 
upon the increase of heat from the 
radio-activity until an eQUilibriurn 
is attained; after which the tem- 
perature will fall and the"~earth will 
again become incrusted with cooled, 
solid rock. Upon this extinguished, 
dead, or sleeping, star we are not 
forbidden to suppose that 
living 


forms will develop once more, and 
so restore the earth to a condition 
like that in which we see it. 
From the viewpoint of life, the 


earth Is recreated every time 
it 
passes from the Incandescent (or 
solar, or star-like) phase to the 
geologic (or incrusted) phase. But 
from the broader viewpoint of the 
earth's existence as a whole, these 
successive phases are merely peri- 
odic changes of state, resembling 
those through which 
bodies pass. 
The elements

itself depends may also be supposed 
to survive the fiery ordeal — though 
In a dissociated state — and when 
the conditionb suitable -for 
their 


recombination reappear vital energy 
revives, and new 
evolved.

of metamorphosed rock that geolo- 
gists find underlying the_ deepest 
fossil-bearing layer of the globe 
as it is today? No answer. And 
how long will it be before this pres- 
ent life-adorned crust melts and 
sinks into that awful radium fur- 
nace? Answer — according to Joly — 
a hundred million years.

SENATOR R. B. HO WELL. 


It is a strange picture of' Senator K. B. Howell of 


Nebraska which Charles O. Ross, a Washington news- 
paper correspondent, gives us. 


The Nebraskan, Mr. Koss says, compiled some 


figures with reference to the new tax law which re- 
cently passed congress, which very forcefully illus- 
trated the one-sided character of the new legislation. 
Mr Howell had dug out his data, at the expense of 
much time and effort. When he came to deliver it, 
he got little or no attention from his colleagues in the 
senate because in an oratorical sense, Mr. Howell Is 
inarticulate, the correspondent asserts. 


Here is his comment: 
v" 
. 


"Howell's extremely valuable contribution to the 


debate made but little impression. For all the atten- 
tion he got. he might as well have read an extract 
from 'The Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire, 
Only a few senators were on the floor at the time. 
The gallery got the impression merely of an earnest 
man reading some dry stitistics- 
"Howell speaks moderately well, but oratory sim- 


ply isn't In his line. He came to the senate without 
the lawyer's training that forms the background of 
the great majority of his colleagues. And figures, as 
every public speaker knows, are hard to put across to 
an audience. On this occasion at any rate, they fell 
flat and but for their'preservation in the Congres- 
sional Record, Howell's labor in compiling them would 
have gone for naught. 
"Fortunately they -were preserved and fortunately 


they came to the attention of Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri 
one of the two greatest orators in the senate. 


Taking Howell's figures -without change and giving 
the Nebraskan due credit for them, Reed used them 
as the basis of a withering attack on the coalition 
tax bill. The gallery came to >lfe and the senators 
appeared from the cloakroom's to listen. There was 
nothing new in what Reed said about the tax bill but 
he said it in a way to compel attention. Oratory, pure 
and simple, rescued Howell's figures from oblivion 
and gave them the place they deserved in the de- 
bate." 


Nebraska, however, cannot get a lot of satisfaction 


in knowing that she has sent an extremely competent 
statistician to the United S^tes senate. It is not that 
anyone has a quarrel with the statistician. He is 
an extremely valuable and necessary member of so- 
ciety in many roles but he hardly fills the bill on the 
floor of the senate. 
• * • 


We surmise that Mr. Ross has mistaken a lack of 


speaklne ability or oratorical power In Mr. Howell for 
an even -reater weakness. 


The junior Nebraska senator might properly be 


cabled an "in and outer." 


He is more of a "party man" than George W. Nor- 


ris. 
He is not as loyal to the political organization 


with which he affiliates a.s a great many men in the 
senate, notably Cummins of Iowa, Smoot^ of Utah, or 
Lenroot of Wisconsin. He is not sufficiently steadfast 
and devoted to the cause of the independents in con- 
gress to become a real leader among U.em. He Is suf- 
ficiently "Irregular" to forfeit the confidence of tho«o 
•who are strongly committed to party government. He 
plays both sides too much to become a conspicuous 
figure in either. This middle course which Mr,. Howell 
has elected to follow Is not the brand of statesman- 
ship to inspire fear among his enemies or command 
respect from, his friends. It Is flat, colorless and taste- 
less. 


Much as tho party leaders may dislike Senator 


George W. Norris, and may differ with him in his 
political policies, the same criticism cannot be brought 
against him. Mr. Norris runs true to form on all oc- 
casions. His name carries with It & sharp, vivid, dis- 
tinct Impression of a man, sorely at sorts with him- 
self and the world, cynical and mistrustful, a skeptic 
in the true sense of the word. But Mr. Norris can be 
placed. People know what to expect of him. From the 
time that he led the revolt In the house against Can- 
nonlsm until now, Senator Norris has been "agin" the 
powers-that-be. He's an out and out disscntionist and 
as such he speaks with some authority. When it 
comes his turn to address the senate, the'members 
usually listen to him respectfully and generally make 
it a point to be on hand to hear -what he has to say. 
They do not "run out" on George W. Norris. 
The 


very fury of his assaults against his own organiza- 
tion and all others insures him of an audience. 


It is not so much that Mr. Howell is inarticulate 


as it is that he is undependable in tho eyes of both 
camps. He Is not an insurgent and he is not a "party 
man." He is just a "middle-of-the-roader," probably 
sincerely so, but nevertheless just tl.d^, because of Ills 
constitutional limitations. He Is naturally conservative 
and yet just enough 
of a politician to take a keen 


delight In America's great Indoor sport. 


traditions conccrening the Incidents and causes that 
led to the revolutionary struggle. They had always 
taken It for granted that England, a» a nation, sought 
to Impose Its hateful rule upon the colonies and to 
'ax them without allowing them any representation 
In the British parliament. 


The real truth Was, of course, that these acts of 


oppression were the acts of the British throne and 
were as bitterly opposed in England by all llbera^, 
leaders and by a very large section of public opinion 
as they -were on this side of the Atlantic. Indeed, the 
Issue was recognized in England as involving 
the1 


liberties of the British people themselves. 
During 


several centuries the crown had been forced into a 
subordinate position to parliament. George III, tho 
grandson of a king who hid been Imported from the 
German state of Hanover, where the feudal system 
of government still prevailed, attempted to restore 
the royal prerogatives and authority as they were be- 
fore Cromwell's time. As a matter of policy, he "tried 
it out on the, dog" by attempting to impose his per- 
sonal will on the American colonies. Had he succeed- 
ed there, the next step would have been to institute 
repressive' policies in England. The liberty-loving 
people of Great Britain rejoiced in his failure here, 
eren. though It Involved the loss of part of their coun- 
try'a dominions. Yet the notion persisted in this coun- 
try for over a hundred years that England was our 
traditional enemy, always plotting against us. That 
idea did not disappear until we found ourselves In the 
great war of 1914-18 fighting Shoulder to shoulder 
with her against the Prussian military autocracy that 
threatened to overrun Europe. 


As to the circumstances surrounding the annihila- 


tion of Custer's troops, the present teneration can do 
Indians belated justice by giving them credit for 
achieving a military victory. 
They may have had, 


and probably did have from their s'.andpolnt, suf- 
ficient grievances and provocations to justify them in 
opposing our arms and our strategy with their own. 


HISTORY'S MISTAKES. 


Half a century after tho famous "Custer massacre," 


•n-hich took place Juno 25, 1876, in the Little Big 
Horn canyon of Montana, a United States army of- 
ficer. Col. W. A. Graham, rises up to declare that 
the affair was not a "massacre" at All but simply a 
battle between tho Indians and whites, in which the 
former by employing superior strategy and having 
greater forces at their command, won the victory. 


From our 
childhood days we have been taught 


that this tragic episode which resulted m the ex- 
termination of the entire white force numbering sev- 
eral hundred men was a manifestation of redskin 
treachery and savagery- But according to the testi- 
mony of this military officer who has Investigated 
the facts, it was nothing r' the sort. It was war and 
nothing else, he asserts, and the fact that the Indians 
defeated the white troops, leaving not a man of the 
invading expedition alive, does not justify the 
as- 


auniptlon that they fought unfairly. 


Cutter's band was the aggrescor in this engage- 


ment, having gone on an expedition into the 
Big 


Horn reservation for the purpose of suppressing an 
Immlnertt outbreak among- the tribesmen. The Indian 
chiefs laid plans to surprise and surround them, »nd 
the -white cavalrymen rode right -into the trap. After 
discovering their situation, Custer and hit men fought 
to the last, asking ntf quarter. They killed as many 
Indians as they could, and the Indians devoted them-' 
•elves to the killing of their foes. That ,is essentially 
what takes place In any battle. 


The Custer "massacre" Is only one of many erron- 


eous cOBc«ptioiu which have b*en formed through 
misinformation gained from •choot histories. During 
tho world war the American paoplo were called upon 
to unlearn and discard some of their long-cherished 


CODDLING CRIMINALS. 
| 
A special committee of the New York legislature. 


Investigating the causes of crime Increase, comes to 
the conclusion there is too much coddling of criminals. 
There is nothing new In that. Sentiment in practically 
every station in tho • nion, including Nebraska, 
has 


been veering to that 
view after a spree of experi- 


mentation covering more than fifteen years, In which 
society sought to substitute the idea of reformation 
for punishment. 


The report, in general 
seeking to discourage 


sentimentality in the administration of justice 
and 


the imposing of sentences, contains some specific 
recommendations. These are the most important: 


15- year minimum sentence for highway robbery. 
Larger police forces for cities, with separate force 


of state troopers for district attorneys of New York 
state. 


Rigid punishement for armed felonr. 
Touching upon the question of parole and "pardon, 


the committee's report takes a crack at the 
ex- 


tremely popular Al ~mith. It declares: 


"The committee believes the 
present conditions 


demand firmness in all officials having to 'do with 
the administration of Criminal law and that ninc- 
ty-two_executiv<5 pardons, the largest number in forty 
years;'seventy-nine commutations of sentence'and 
202 restorations to cltlzenslip In the year 
""925, 
do 


not fit- in such a picture. 
Leniency In any official 
heartens the criminal." 


So it does. 


Two very powerful factors have been at work to 


undermine law. One is the passage of legislation that 
does not have the moral force of public sentiment be- 
hind it. The other Is the pernicious belief which has 
been strengthened in recent years by 
wholesale 


clemency in criminal cases that law does not mean 
exactly what it says. Until the -weak and the 
mis- 


guided come t orecogntee that a prison term 
means 


precisely what the law implies, there will never he 
any deep respect for it. If it is to be set aside and 
nullified by the action of any governmental agency, 
then regard for It suffers. If it -were possible to re- 
peal the parole and pardon laws of every state in the 
union, the 
criminal would be dealt a more serious 


blow than through more rigid penalties or augmented 
police forces. If government will keep men in after 
they have been detected in crime, we will not need 
so many policemen. 


MODIFIED LOCAL OPTION. 


District Attorney Emory Buckncr is out withsan- 


other suggestion relative to enforcement of prohibi- 
tion. Speaking before a church audience in New York 
City, Mr. Buckner suggested each state should be al- 
lowed to decide for itself what alcoholic content shall 
be legal. Such a source contemplates repeal of the 
Volstead 'enactment, or modification to permit the 
states to declare what shall constitute intoxicating 
liquor. 
' 


The Buckner proposal revives local option in a 


modified form. 


Whether it could constitutionally Le effected is an- 


other question. 


But local option has never been a very popular 


doctrine In the liquor fight. It h. ,s always placed dry 
and wet communities at loggerheads. How it would 
help in the matter of law enforcement is another 
question. If, for example, a state decides for light 
wines and beers, and adjoining commonwealths re- 
main in. the dry column, the problem of law enforce- 
ment In the latter is greatly Increased. Mr. Buckner's 
proposal offers little hope in the present muddle. 


THROUGH THE LOOKING GLASS. 


Self-satisfied America may find food fot- thought in 


the bitter reflections of Sellna Chippendale, a young 
Englishwoman, deported from Boston ^on the grounds 
of moral turpitude. 
' 


Upon her arrival m Liverpool, she said to news- 


papermen: 


"For several months I was kept a prisoner behind 


barred doors by United States immigration people 
before they would allow me my freedom. 


"I have been the victim of harsh rules by day and 


at the mercy of battalion^ of cockroaches at night. 
The food they offered me wasn't fit for pigs and the 
bed, with two blankets and no pillows, would have 
disgraced a prison. It is good to breathe the fresh 
air of free England aeain." 


Of course Miss Chippendale da unduly severe in 


her criticism of conditions at the detention? depot. 
Repeated investigations have shown them sanitary 
and fairly comfortable. 


Her exclusion from this country on grounds of 


"moral turpitude" Is .another mattet. Miss Chippen- 
dale conies from a country Which believes the ques- 
tion of rectitude a.nd virtue Is an individual problem. 


A California woman Is suing her husband for di- 


vorce because he threw eggs at her. She apparently 
does not realize what an expensive compliment that 
was.

OIETETIC TREATMENT 6F CHRONIC ARTHRITIS (No. 1.1 
Chronic Inflammation of the Joints Is a, very common disorder and 


one which heretofore has been very discouraging to both the physician 
and patient. 
I have been very happily surprised by the number of reports of Im- 


provement in these joint Inflammations, which I have received from 
tho«e who have followed the dietetic advice in the column. Those who 
have been overweight and have reduced have been markedly helped. 
I am rlad to see that other physicians working directly with-their 


chronic arthritic patients have had the same results from dietetic treat- 
ment that I 'have from long distance advice. 
Heretofore, we have thought that joint inflammations -were due 


largely to bacteria or to their poisons settling in the joints, from infect- 
ions foci elsewhere in the body, especially diseased tonsils and teeth. 
Now -we have evidence to prove that in many cases the foundation, is a 
lowered resistance due to Improper diet", and that the bacteria them- 
selves and their poisons are secondary rather than primary; that Is, they 
have been enabled to deposit themselves on account of the lowered re- 
sistance. 
Dr. A. Almon Fletcher, of Toronto, in the Archives of Internal Medi- 


cine, July, 1022, has a long article on the dietetic treatment of chronic 
arthritis. I'll give you a resume of the article: 
In 100 cases Of non-purulent (no, pus) arthltts admitted into the 


medical wards of the Toronto Hospital, the patients were put to bed for 
two weeks, at least, and dietetic treatment was carried out as far as pos- 
sible in a routine manner. 
Reduction of the carbonhydrates (starches 


and sugars) to one-fifth or less of the usual intake was followed by 
much improvement, but better results were obtained by more general re- 
duction of the diet. A large majority of the 100 cases was given a diet 
as follows: 
Three glasses of buttermilk, (240 calories if fat free) one-half grape- 


fruit. (100 C's) and one to two oranges a day (100-200 C's) for the week; 
then the gradual addition of such foods as eggs, flesh food, vegetables, 
ith*r fruits and jellies, and finally whole grain breads in small amounts. 
Patients who were underweight were allowed cod liver oil and cream. 
This increase in food was made so as to provide 1500 to 2000 C's a day 
in four week$'~time. 
While the effect of this treatment was watched, no other form of 
treatment was given. When necessary, the bowels were moved on alter- 
nate days by enemas, and in a few cases, liquid petrolatum was given by 
mouth. 
The majority of the cases received benefit from this treatment, and 


this improvement was shown by relief from pain and swelling and 
muscle spasms, and improvement in the general health. In some cases, 
Improvement was immediate and striking. As a rule, however, the Im- 
provement went slowly, starting in three or four days and being well 
marked in three or four weeks. 


After a month of treatment, the progress was slower, but it was 


often marked enough to* justify the continuance of the diet for many 
mdnths.

A tree stump with roots go- 
Ing down in'all directions used in- 
stead of the word "root," and a 
boy hanging from the hypotenuse 
of a right angle triangle are two 
more of the many drawings -which 
Miss Kirker prizes. 


A glance at the now yellow sheets 


of history paper discloses the fact 
that most of the time Mr. Black 
Sketched merely the nickname Oz 
on his papers as means of identi- 
fication. This was all that was 
needed, however, for hfe could easily 
be distinguished from the rest be- 
cause of the illustrations, Some- 
times these drawings which are al- 
ways connected in some way with 
his mathematics 
lesson or 
Miss 


Kirker, occur at the end of tho 
paper, others halfway down or even 
at the top. according, of course, to 
the position of the 
point 
which 


they illustrated. 


Although a 
large 
number of 


drawings were handed in, Miss Kir- 
ker could not give credit for all of 
them, and so after selecting six- 
teen as the best she added one per 
cent to his final average. A frac- 
tion such as five-sixteenths or elev- 
en-sixteenths accompaning a draw- 
ing now and. then Is a reminder of 
the number of pictures accepted to 
date, and a little note in the lower 
left hand 
corner of 
Mr. Black's 


last paper of the semester reminds 
Miss Kirker that he doesn't want 
her to forget that well earned one 
per cent. 


"I encouraged him in his drawing 


because I thought it was worth it," 
stated Mtss Kirker when asked 
why she offered 
him this extra 


credit. She admitted, however, that 
after she discovered 
how 
clever 


some of his little sketches were, she 
felt rather stingy not to have given 
him more. 


Mr. Black 
was 
very 
good" in 


mathematics according to his for- 
mer teacher. She, however, -was not 
the only one who knew that he was 
apt with a pencil. His friends also 
recognized the fact, and he did some 
drawing for the Advocate and was 
responsible for nearly all the illu- 
strations in the 1917 Links, the first 
annual published in Lincoln high 
school.

day program at the state college of 
agriculture. 


R. C. Pollock, manager of the Na- 


tional Livestock and Meat board, 
has accepted an invitation to speak 
on meat consumption and produc- 
;ion. 
Other 
addresses, 
livestock 


demonstrations and pictures 
will 


romprisc the day's entertainment. 


Professor H. J. Gramlich of the 


animal 
husbandry 
department at 


the college, in predicting a larger 
attendance than ever before, attrib- 
uted this to increased interest in 
livestock feeding. 


"The beef cattle business," he 


declared, "is on a firmer business 
basis at present 
Mor<? than 
TOO 


persons' attended the meetings last 
year and seven states were repre- 
sented in the interested group of 
feededs." ' 
The result of a number of experi- 


ments will be shown to the feeders 
by the experiment station staff at 
the college. A pen of fifteen heifers 
will be slaughtered after different 
periods of feeding to show how the 
degree of fleshing compares to the 
length of the feeding period. 
Three 


heifers will be 
slaughtered 
after 


having been fed 100 days; 
three 


after 200 'days. Their carcasses will 
be placed'on exhibition in the meat 
laboratories at the college. 


A discussion of all phases of the 
livestock industry will be held at 
the afternoon session 
Vicltor* will 


be shown the experimental animals 
at both the college campus and at 
the experimental farm at Havelock. 


Expressions of their views on the 


livestock Industry in general will 
be heard at the sess i onnhweaedl 
be heard at the session \vhen lead- 
Ing authorities of the country take 
their place on the program, Prof 
Gramlich said. 
An effort will be made, he said, 


to determine, in the experiments, 
whether heifers should be fed as 
calves, yearlings, or two-year-olds,
